Line Dented 
While Finnish authorities admit­

World war battles of the Somme 
and Ypres, they claimed the Red 
army still had far to go before 
teaching the Mannerheim line prop­ 
er.

An old-fashioned nor-easter which 
buried the Middle Atlantic states 
and part of Southern New England 
under an unexpected St. Valentine’s 
day blanket of almost record deep 
snow blew out to sea early today 
leaving a heavy trail of damage in 
its wake. 
At least seven deaths due direct­ 
ly or indirectly to the snow, ice and 
wind were reported in New York. 
Two were reported in Boston. 
Highway Traffic Stalled 
Highway travel in many sections 
of West Virginia, Western and Cen­ 
tral Pennsylvania and up-state New 
York was still paralyzed today. 8now 


drifts ranging to as high as 24 
inches were reported. And beneath 
was a sheath of dangerous ice. 
Airplane travel was virtually par­ 
alyzed yesterday throughout the 
storm area. The heavy winds and 
near zero visibility made flying im­ 
possible. The gale was so strong in 
New York it became necessary to fill 
big airliners which could not be ac­ 
commodated in hangars with gas­ 
oline for ballast and lash them to 
loaded gasoline trucks to keep them 
from being blown away.

LONDON, Feb. 15.—Two German 
U-boats which were linked to the 
sinkings of three British merchant­ 
men have been destroyed, according 
to an admiralty announcement to­ 
day. 
One of the torpedoed British ves­ 
sels was the 12.306-ton refrigerator 
ship Sultan Star, which was sunk 
230 miles southwest of Land's End, 
One member of the crew was killed 
and 72 survivors were landed at a 
west coast port today. 
The admiralty

that 
after the Sultan Star went down, 
“the U-boat only survived its victim 
by half an hour.” 
The other British 
ships 
sunk 
were the tankers, Oretafield, 10,191 
tons, and the 8,501-ton British Tri­ 
umph.

2,095-ton 
Danish 
freighter Martin Goldschmidt was 
sunk off the northwest

Scotland with the reported loss of 
15 crew members.

Feb. 15.—Activ­ 
ity in the capital was hampered to­ 
day by a most unusual happening 
for Washington—a blizzard. 
Snow driven by a 45-mile gale all 
day yesterdy stopped falling last 
night, but high winds persisted, 
causing drifts on all highways lead­ 
ing to the city and swamping hun­ 
dreds of automobiles. 
Capital streets were sheathed In 
ice, resulting in countless traffic 
accidents and numerous injuries as 
thousands of government workers 
drove—or attempted to drive—to 
work. 
Schools and several government 
departments closed yesterday after­ 
noon, with schools slated to remain 
closed today unless the weather 
moderates. 
In nearby Maryland, Capt. Ed 
Pruitt of Tangier Island fell dead 
while attempting to moor his oyster 
boat during the gale.

CONVENTION DATE 
WILL BE SETTLED

C orrespondent 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Re­ 
publicans from Maine to Cal­ 
ifornia 
b e g a n fathering in 
Washington today for a meet­ 
ing of their Rational committee 
Saturday to pick a date and site 
for the 1940 GOP convention 
and, in the course of events, at­ 
tack President Roosevelt for his 
silence on the third term issue. 
A “grudge” battle for the con­ 
vention was expected between Phil­ 
adelphia and Chicago, with Chicago 
the favorite because the Democrats 
a fortnight ago selected it as the 
site for their convention. St. Louis 
and Atlantic City also have made 
inquiries, but as yet no cash offers. 
May Go To Philadelphia 
Philadelphians, 
nettled 
because 
Chicago took the Democratic con­ 
vention right out from under their 
noses by clevsr emphasis on the 
third term question, were reported 
ready to bid 1200,000 or $250,000 in 
cash. Chicago, which got the Dem­ 
ocratic pow-wow for $150,000, was 
serenely confident it could bag the 
GOP meeting, too. 
Date of the Republican convention 
was expected to be fixed for late 
June or early July, possibly July .2 
to allow nomination of the GOP 
presidential candidate on July 4, 
along with a declaration of inde­ 
pendence from the New Deal- 
Committee chairman John D. M. 
Hamilton, in a speech of greeting to 
the GOP national committee, again 
will chide the Democrats for failing 
to fix a date for their convention. 
Democrats placed the power of date 
fixing in the hands of national 
chairman James A. Farley so they 
could wait and see what the Repub­ 
licans do Saturday. Once the GOP 
acts, Farley probably will set the 
Democratic date two weeks after the 
day the Republicans pick.

The elevated and subways were 
jammed by residents who could 
reach the places of employment by 
no other means. 
The high winds made impassable 
drifts, closing some of the city's 
main arteries. 
All highways throughout the state 
were reported in a “dangerous con­ 
dition,” if not actually closed, and 
all motorists were advised to stay 
home. 
% 
Autos Abandoned 
Even the Pocono Mountain dog 
sled derby was postponed at Buck 
Hill Falls because there was too 
much snow. Hundreds of automo­ 
biles throughout the state were 
abandoned in drifts. 
Pennsylvania railroad trains from 
Buffalo and 
Harrisburg 
reached 
Philadelphia as much as 90 minutes 
late. 
Delaware river traffic was 
halted. 
Although 
Philadelphia 
schools remained open, parents were 
advised to keep their children home 
if they thought necessary. 
Route 22 was closed in many sec­ 
tions between Pittsburgh and Har­ 
risburg by large drifts. 
Route 15 
from Harrisburg to Sunbury was 
also closed; the Carlisle Pike, Route 
11, was blocked between Carlisle 
and Shippensburg and a number of 
other routes were reported shut off- 
by the snow. 
Schools Closed 
Throughout the areas schools were 
closed 
and 
all 
airplanes 
were 
grounded. Schools in at least nine 
townships near Pittsburgh will re­ 
main closed today, and probably to­ 
morrow. 
Pittsburgh’s elementary 
schools, however, will re-open today. 
Frantically highway workers and 
city employes worked all night to 
open roads in and about Pittsburgh. 
One death in Western Pennsylvania 
was reported as an indirect result 
of the storm. Walter E. Brown, 62, 
died from a heart attack shortly 
after he finished shoveling snow 
in front of his home at Pittsburgh. 
Bus travel at Harrisburg was sus­ 
pended on many lines. The schdols 
were closed there today. 
No Flood Danger 
The weather bureau reported no 
flood danger was seen as a result 
of the snow. Motorists took added 
precautions throughout the two-day 
period and few accidents were re­ 
ported. Trains throughout the area 
wfere behind schedule, while air­ 
plane travel in and out of Harris­ 
burg airport was suspended. 
The weather bureau pointed out 
that despite the severity of the 
snowfall and the fact that it was 
wet and sticky, its water content 
was but one inch of water for each 
ten inches of snow. 
At that rate, 
it was explained, there would prob­ 
ably be no quick rise in the rivers 
even in case of a sudden thaw. 
Three deaths were reported as in­ 
directly resulting from the severe 
snowstorms in the Harrisburg area. 
At Hazleton, Harold Senkner, 30, 
and his brother-in-law, Frank Mil­ 
ler, both of Upper Quakake, jump­ 
ed from a railroad engine, which 
they had hopped when they could 
not proceed in their truck because 
of the storm, into the path of an 
oncoming Lehigh Valley train. 
Frank A. Grove of West Milton 
dropped dead of a heart attack as 
he shoveled snow from the sidewalk 
in front of his home.

Britain “by ceasing the practice of 
forcing our ships into its ports, to 
remove this very great danger.”) 
Authoritative quarters in Berlin 
reiterated that the Reich merely 
considers that it has a legal right to 
halt neutral ships. Including Ameri­ 
can vessels, approaching the Medi­ 
terranean If it is known before­ 
hand that they will be compelled to 
submit to search at the British con­ 
trol port at Gibraltar. 
Could Be Convoyed 
These sources insisted that under 
no circumstances would any Ameri­ 
can ship be torpedoed without warn­ 
ing unless it were within a Franco- 
British convoy. 
(Editor’s note: British circles in 
London today pointed out that neu­ 
tral craft—including American ships 
—would not find it difficult to join 
up with carriers being convoyed by 
British naval units.) 
They added that If a German 
warship or submarine halted an 
American vessel carrying contra­ 
band outside Gibraltar, the Ameri­ 
can vessel probably would not be 
sunk but would be sent to Wilhelm- 
shaven. 
There was every indication In 
Berlin, meanwhile, that Germany 
is anxious to give the widest possi­ 
ble facilities and consideration to 
American ships which remain out­ 
side the war zone.

Mr. Rose became the first public 
school teacher of Lawrence County, 
teaching 45 years. 
Mary Jane Rose was born Decem­ 
ber 25, 1846, in Croton, daughter of 
Isaac Perry and Margaret Gibson

Finnish President Kyoati Kaliio in 
a talk with correspondents once 
again appealed for 
foreign

“We are outnumbered 50 to one. 
If help does not arrive we cannot 
change our action.

United States for its sympathy and 
financial aid and declared:

A committee of its members has been conferring with the Governor 
of New Jersey on a revival of the plan to move the New York Stock I afteri 
on the fare of realism 
Exchange, or at least some of its activities, to Newark or Jersey City. 
The New York state transfer tax is cited as the principal reason. 
This tax runs as high as $5 a hundred on sales of securities, and 
there is also a tax on ooth purchase and sale in odd-lot trading. 
It is 
contended that this creates unfair competition, as there is no such tax 
at Boston, Chicago and San Francisco. 
The Governor of New Jersey is reported as holding the view that 
*he New York Stock Exchange should maintain its present location in 
New York, of which it has been so long a part, but if a change of location 
must be made, full New Jersey cooperation is promised. 
Differing incidences of taxation, or the absence of it, have wide­ 
spread geographical, as well as economic, effects. 
When taxes are too 
high or too hampering, business moves out. In the case of New York, 
there seems to have been a considerable flight of industries into Con­ 
necticut, which has no personal income tax, sales tax or dividend tax. 
Connecticut, as part of a general project to revive New England’s 
industrial life, is having a real industrial revival, leading to an increase 
of production, employment and retail sales. 
Not all of this, of course, 
has come from New York. Nevertheless, the fact remains that 169 new 
corporations set up business in Connecticut in 1939.

SLIGHT BREAK FOR MOTORISTS 


By a decision of Justice Pecora of the New York Supreme Court, 
which commends itself generally to motorists for its clarity and reas­ 
onableness a local law of New York City forbidding private vehicles to be 
colored “fire department red” has been declared unconstitutional. The 
statute, signed last March by Mayor LaGuardia, was designed to make 
fire department vehicles recognizable on sight and afford them the 
quickest possible passage in traffic. 
In trying to accomplish this end 
by local statute, the city assumed a function that is possessed only by 
the state. 


Justice Pecora did not question the city’s right to regulate the use 
and operation of motor vehicles, but he said: 
“To hold that each city might enact legislation prohibiting the 
possession or use of automobiles similar in color to their fire, police, 
health or other departments, would create a condition of confusion and 
chaos in the use of motor vehicles,” 
There has been much complaint by concerns engaged in long dis­ 
tance interstate trucking of the wide variance of state regulations as to 
tonnage, width, height and length of trucks. 
Apparently to date color 
has not been an Issue. Were it to be made so, and municipalities as well 
as states empowered to make regulations, motoring even by the mo6t care­ 
ful of drivers would assume the aspect of an extra-hazardous occupation. 


ENGLAND’S FISHERMEN AND THE WAR 


Britain’s million-ton fishing industry is beginning to feel serious­ 
ly the effects of war, both in losses of fishing boats by mines and torpedo 
attacks and in the diversion of units of the fishing fleets to the press­ 
ing work of mine sweepers. 


Parliamentary members from fishing constituencies appeal to the 
British government for more ships. 
Official reply has been made that 
commandeered vessels engaged in mine sweeping can’t be restored to 
the fishing fleet and that no new ships are available. 
Large numbers of fishermen from the Grand Banks have gone to 
England as volunteers for mine sweeping work. 
Latest figures show that 10,000 men formerly engaged in the fisher­ 
ies have been diverted to the mine-layers, mine sweepers and patrol 
boats and many more it is now announced, will be called away from 
their nets and line:: for the same services. 
The whole situation illustrates strikingly the paradox of war, where 
useful production has to be side-tracked and destruction gets the right 
of way.

Tax In Nutshell 


DEDUCTIONS FOR BUSINESS 
EXPENSES 
Deductions tor business expenses 
form a large item in the return of 
many taxpayers and must have cer­ 
tain qualities to be allowed. Such 
deduction must be for an expendi­ 
ture in connection with the main­ 
tenance and operation of the tax­ 
payer’s business or business proper­ 
ties; it must be an ordinary expense 
and it must be a necessary expense. 
In insisting upon the latter quali­ 
fications, the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue is upheld by the Board of 
Tax Appeals and the courts. Ordi­ 
nary and necessary expenses are 
onlv those which are usual and es­ 
sential in the case of similar tax­ 
payers. “and do not include extra- 
o r d i n a r y and nonessential ex­ 
penses.” 
Typical business expenses of a 
m e r c a n t i l e 
establishment 
are 
amounts paid for advertising, hire 
of clerks and other employees, rent, 
l i g h t , 
h e a t , water, stationery, 
stamps, telephone, property insur­ 
ance, and delivery expenses. 
The expenses of a manufactur­ 
ing business include labor, supplies, 
repairs, light and heat, power, sell­ 
ing cost, administration, and other 
similar charges. 
The farmer may deduct all neces­ 
sary expenses incurred in the pro­ 
duction, harvesting, and marketing 
of crops, including labor, cost of 
seed and fertilizer used, cost of 
minor repairs to farm buildings 
(other than his dwelling), and small 
tools used up in the course of a 
year or two. A taxpayer conduct­ 
ing more than one business may 
claim the business deductions of 
each.

FINLAND NEEDS 
MORE OUTSIDE AID

WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 
15—A 
determined effort by Russia to 
smash the Mannerheim line and 
advance into Finland by Febru­ 
ary 23. the twenty-second an­ 
niversary of the founding of 
the Red Army, has been or­ 
dered 
by Moscow, diplomatic 
quarters understood to-day. 
This attempt to dramatize victory 
and erase the blot on the Soviet 
union's 
military banner caused by 
early Red Army failures is respon­ 
sible for the present cloudburst of 
shot and shell now being rained 
upon the defending Finns. 
Numerical Weakness 
Military experts here have reluct­ 
antly concluded that barring a mir­ 
acle, the hard-pressed Finns must 
soon yield to superior force. Human 
bravery, they pointed out, can not 
forever 
make up 
for 
numerical 
weakness, and the Russians out­ 
number the Finns by more than 50 
to one. 
According to the best information 
Finland 
has 
received more than 
one 
hundred war planes, and a 
considerable quantity of guns and 
material 
from Norway, 
Sweden, 
G reat Britain and France, but less 
than 20.000 men. or only a few more 
than one Russian division. 
The Soviets, according to reliaole 
figures, have thrown about 40 di­ 
visions against Finland, most of 
them along the Mannerheim line. 
A Russian war strength division 
consists of abou: 15,000 men; so 
the Red horde beating against the 
little country’s holders now numbers 
around 600,000 mpti, as compared to 
Finland's 
estimated 400,000

fenders.

To repeated questioas of whether 
he would inject him.self actively in­ 
to the national picture as a candi­ 
date for president, the governor was 
noncommittal. 
Asked whether he would be will­ 
ing to accept the Republican nomi­ 
nation for vice president, the gover­ 
nor remarked; "I am not seeking 
either.” 
“I have a respon.«lbility here as 
governor of Pennsylvania which I 
propose to perform to the best o. 
my ability." he added. "Then again, 
I have a duty to my party." 
Governor James said the invita­ 
tions came from state chairman 
and from political and governmen­ 
tal circles.

Feb. 15—Scabies 
n sheep, commcmly known as sheep 
scab, is one of the oldest, most con­ 
tagious and most injurious disease 
affecting sheep, Dr. C. P. Bishop, 
Director of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry of the State Deimrtment 
of Agriculture, .said today. 
“Scabies,” Bishop said, “is an ex- 
;remely contagious skin disease, eas- 
ly transmitted from one sheep to 
another and spreads very rapidly 
"rom flock to flock. 
The only practical way to de­ 
stroy the pest is by d icing. 
Two 
dippings are necessary from 10 to 
4 days apart.
